Lower Bucks county residents 
can look forward to plenty of 
Bucks county-grown fresh vege­ 
tables this year, thanks to al­ 
most ideal weather. 
Crops throughout Bucks were 
reported In excellent condition 
today 
by County 
Agricultural 
Agent William 
F. Greenawait, 
with som e producing more than 
twine the yield of last year. 
He said corn and tomatoes art 
twice as productive as last year, 
and ether vegetables ara m uch 


better all around than the 1955 
crop, or lack of a crop. 
The 
county 
agent 
attributed 
the 
weather conditions to this 
year's bumper conditions and to 
last year’s failure. He said the 
drought in July and the early 
part of 
August last year 
did 
considerable dam age. 
He said that in 1956 there has 
been excellent hay and pasture 
all season, “ and there should 
he plenty of feed to last through 
the winter.’* 


In 1955, he pointed out, farm ­ 
ers ran out of pasture in the 
middle of the sum m er, forcing 
them to use 
their 
silage 
and 
therefore
